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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The replacement-drawings were received on 23 June 2006. These drawings are 
acceptable. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 12-26 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's 
argument that Nagayama is silent regarding the opacity of the insulating later is 
persuasive. 

4. Thus, regarding independent claim 12, the prior art of record neither shows or 
suggests an organic electroluminescent display comprising, in addition to other 
limitations of the claim, an opaque insulating layer formed over the substrate and 
partially exposing the first display electrodes, wherein the opaque insulating layer 
includes a plurality of slots, and a plurality of insulating ramparts protrude from the slots 
of the opaque insulating layer. Due to their dependency upon independent claim 12, 
claims 13-19 are also allowable. 

5. Regarding independent claim 20, the prior art of record neither shows or 
suggests an organic electroluminescent display comprising, in addition to other 
limitations of the claim, a pattern of opaque insulating layer disposed on a first display 
electrode and a pattern or insulating ramparts placed on the first display electrode, 
wherein the insulating ramparts have overhang portions overlapping the pattern of 
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opaque insulating layer. Due to their dependency upon independent claim 20, claims 
21-26 are also allowable. 

6. The subject opaque insulating layer described earlier is provided to resist light 
beams from passing through preventing the anode and the cathode from defects and 
short circuit. The design is new and unique to the art.
